1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 1 , at line 1 1 , the word "port" has been changed to -tube--.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest the recitations of the specific features of the 
surgical apparatus and method, of claims 1 , 9 & 1 1 , including especially the following: 
The primary reason for the allowance of independent claim 1 , is the inclusion of the 
suction tube connected to the suction source, claimed in combination with the 
apparatus's supply tube, source of oxygen, and bracket. 

The primary reason for the allowance of independent claim 9, is the inclusion of 
positioning an oxygen supply tube and a suction tube generally above a patient's 
lower face, neck and chest, the supply tube having a supply port located near the 
patient's face, the suction tube having a suction port located near the patient's face. 
The primary reason for the allowance of independent claim 11,1s the inclusion of the 
suction tube connected to the suction source, claimed in combination with the 
apparatus's supply tube, source of oxygen, and bracket.
